He sent thls brlef telegram to Warren

Recaptured Prisoner Tells Sensa-
tional Story of the Way He

Got Liberty.
[Speclal to The Tlmes-Dlspatch..

Roanoke, Va., July 28..J. M. Hoff-
man, a whlte man, twenty-flvo years
old, wanted at Chrlstiansburg for
forgery. was arrested here to-nlght.
He broke out of the Chrlstiansburg
Jall last September at the same tlme
Herr Carl Reemer von Laderbeck. a

Gerrrtan violinlst, who was xonvlcted of
horse steallng, made hls escape.
Hoffman tells a sensatlonal story of

the jall delivery. implicatlng a young
woman of Chrlstiansburg and two men
of Blacksburg. He says the young
woman, who fs well known. thought
much of the violinlst, and hor admlra-
tlon was reclprocated. According to
Hoffman, the young woman Induced the
two Blacksburg.men to saw the hlnges
on the door of the cell ln whlch he
and Von Laderbeck were contlned.
After the door was opened. Hoffman
says, tho men gave Von Laderbeck a
revolver, and the violinlst forced Hoff¬
man, at the point of the gun. to ac-
company him. The escaoed prlsoners
came to Roanoke. and from here went
to New York, where Von Laderbeck
opened a music school.
Von Laderbuck ls well remembered

ln Roanoke and through thla section
of the State. While confined ln tho
Roanoke Jall on a larceny charge hu
charmed the Jailer with his violin and
was made a trusty. Then he walked
away and stole a horso and buggy be¬
fore reachlng Radford. He was con-
vlcted of horse steallng and sent to
tho Chrlstiansburg Jall. While there
he gave lessons on the violin to a classof young people of the town. and went.
on Sundays to tho Eplscopal Church.where he played the violin ln tho cholr.while a guard oceupled a pew noar thn
pulpit. The women of the town took
much Interest ln the accompllshed pris¬oner and kept his cell supplled wlthllowers.
